The others are 
entombed behind the debris. 
In the opinion of government ex­ 
perts and mine officials they are dead 
A special train which brought physi­ 
cians and nurses from Fort Smith, 
Ark., has returned. 
Five physicians

prisoned men are found alive. 
Among those unaccounted for are
